Chestnut also was identified as 
the man who struck Hammond by 
Paul Lowry, Negro, 4156 Fairfax 
avenue, and William Bales, 2934 
Arlington avenue. Bales said the 
club broke as Chestnut struck 
Hammond. Constable Rudy Bau- 
mer testified that when he arrested 
Chestnut later in the day, Chestnut 
had a hs date which had been 
broken off.

Burton, who livés at 7466 Wash- 
ington avenue, University City, was 
arrested last night On a warrant 
charging him with grand larceny 
in drawing $564 for expenses last 
Dec. 30 and keeping $294 of it for 
himseif, 

Police had been seeking Burton 
since Jan. 5; when a member of 
the firm complained of a shortage. 
He was arrested in Jacksonville, 
Fla., Jan, 19, but had been released 
on bond before St, Louis police ar- 
rived there. 

Before police rearrested him in 
St. Louis County last night, a mah 
describing himself as Burton’s at- 
torney conferred with Assistant 
Circuit Attorney David Grant, who 
issued the warrant, and with the 
company’s lawyer.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP). 

NITED STATES Marine gun- 
[ners on Midway Island taught 

the Japanese that their guns 
could shoof just as straight in the 
dark as the guns on Wake shot in 
the dawn. 
The first enemy attack onthe 
Midway post was made the night 
of Dec. 7, the Navy disclosed yes- 
terday in announcing that the 
island’s defenders had inflicted se- 
rious damage on a Japanese cruis- 

er and a destroyer. 

— Marine .artillerymen waited 
under a 20-minute enemy bombard- 
ment until‘the Japanese warships 
ventured within 4500 yards of the 
shore—virtually point-blank -range 
for the island’s batteries—before 
opening fire.. 
Then shore searchlights flashed 
on the approaching cruiser and de- 
stroyer, and the Marine batteries 
roared. Immediately three hits 
were scored on one enemy ship— 
two on the superstructure which 
put the forward gun out of com- 
mission, and a third near the wa- 
terline. The sécond ship got two 


isquare hits near the waterline. 


The Japanese warships immedi- 
ately broke off the action and 
}steamed out of range, one of them 
trailing clouds of black smoke 
from the shellholes in its side. 


Like Showing at Wake. 


The enemy's reception at Mid- 
way. was very much like that. given 
the first landing*attempt at Wake. 
The attempt at Wake was made at 
dawn on Dec. 11. There, too, the 
Marine batteries were silent until 
the Japanese were 4700 yards off 
shore. Then the gunners sank a 
light cruiser, a gunboat and two 
destroyers out of a 12-ship flotilla 
before the enemy retreated. 
Wake fell to the Japanese after 
a prolonged heroic resistance, but 


well in hand on Midway. 

The Midway attack, incidentally, 
was a sorry showing for Japanese 
gunnery. Although the enemy war- 
ships shelled the island for 20 min- 
utes, they killed only two Marines 
and did negligible. damage to. de- 
fense positions.

They showed that 
the country’s great naval base was taken completely 
by surprise because of the belief by the high com- 
mand that it was impossible for the Japanese to 
launch an air attack. They showed that Admiral 
Kimmel and Gen. Short, despite urgent warnings 
from Washington, failed to confer on defense meas- 
ures. They showed that proper inshore and offshore 
patrols had not been organized; that the air raid 
warning system was operating only three hours a 
day; that, even after a Japanese submarine was 
found off Pearl Harbor and sunk 43 minutes before 
the general attack; no alarm was given. .. 

‘We imagine that never in history. did a responsi- 
ble Government, following a disaster in wartime, 
make a freer confession of error to the people. Yet 
there are those, in Congress and‘out, who are not 
satisfied and who want to make Pearl Harbor the 
excuse, for a Roman holiday. We recognize, of 
course, that many of them are actuated by the fear 
that Pearl Harbor’s lessons have not ‘been learned; 
the sincerity of other critics has yet to be proved. 

Perhaps it might be a good idea to remind some 
of the critics that Pearl Harbor was only the begin- 
ning and not the end of a war that requires all 
our energies, brains, good sense, yes, and sense of 
the fitness of things. Perhaps they should be re- 
minded that the Army and Navy, though capable of 
so great a mistake as Pearl Harbor, are commanded 
generally by brave, intelligent men, who can be de- 
pended on to give a brilliant account of themselves. 

It is useless to dwell endlessly and morbidly on 
ae ee ee Harbor; as the New York Her- 
ald Tribune says, “it is useless to emit wild cries 
of anger, as some Congressmen are already doing; 
in particular, it is worse than useless to run about 
in circles condemning our whole command system 
before the facts. have been looked fairly in the face.” 
Let us have faith that the facts of Pearl Harbor are 
being carefully examined by President Roosevelt and 
the War and Navy departments; that all proper steps 
and safeguards are being taken against a repetition, 
and that the Government's self-criticism, through 
the Roberts report, is the best kind of guarantee 
that it is thoroughly alert. - . 

Meanwhile, let’s get on with the war.

BISHOP SCARLETT OUTLINES 
CHURCH PROGRAM FOR WAR 


A program for the Episcopal 
Church during the war was out- 
lined by the Rt. Rev. William 
Scarlett, Bishop of Missouri, yester- 
day before the 103d annual conven- 
tion of the diosese, at Bishop Tut- 
tle Memorial. He advocated unity 
between the Episcopal and Presby- 
terian churches. 

“The church must support the 
war effort,” he said, “because this 
war will determine who are to be 
the planners of the immediate fu- 
ture. At the same time, as a 
church we must see that the United 
States will not ‘run out’ on the 
peace. And we must keep clearly 
in mind the objectives, beyond the 
immediate struggle, for which we 
are. fighting.” : 

Referring to the Sikeston lynch- 
ing, Bishop Scarlett declared that 
the United States must “grant to 
the Negro equality of opportunity 
in education and in labor.” He 
added, “We must assure our peo- 
ple that there will be no more dis- 
tressed areas, no more vast armies 
of unemployed, no more slums, no 
vast denial of genuine equality of 
opportunity,” and he urged forgive- 
ness and justice for the Germans.

To realize Hitler’s colossa] blun- 
der in failing properly to equip 
his troops for the winter cam- 
paign, it is necessary only to see 
and talk to the prisoners taken by 
the Russians. On Monday, at Moz- 
haisk, 10 captives taken within the 
past several days were brought out 
for our inspection. It was hard to 
believe that these anhappy men 
were representatives of the leading 
Axis power. The clothes and boots 
they wore were of fair quality and 
well suited to summer and autumn 
operations but wholly unsuitable 
| Their over- 
coats were too light, their boots 
too thir and the only coverings on 
their heads were thin . knitted, 
woolen skullcaps which came down 
over their ears and chins, Atop 
these were perched service caps. 

When we asked them what 
caused them to surrender, a 21- 
year-old youth from the Rhineland 
remarked, “It’s such a long war 
and too cold.” 

“Kalt” seemed to have become 
the most frequent word in their 
vocabularies. One told us his com- 
pany was averaging casualties of 
three to four daily, frostbite tak- 
ing more victims than  battle- 
grounds. 

These prisoners ranged from 21 
to 43 years of age’ but most were 
about 30. All had seen service in

rooms of cigar stores. In those 
old-time days, there were women 
bowlers, as there as women 
in all fie of sport, from the 
race “track to the rhumba, but 
bowling definitely wasn’t the thing, 
it wasn't chic, and most hands 
that wielded the lipstick never 
rubbed the chalk and then hoisted 
a 16-pound ball. 

All that has changed now, and 
bowling alleys are rapidly becom- 
ing as popular as the bridge 
tables for hen and chick. parties 
alike. Many a housewife leaves 
a note on the table, a snack in the 
refrigerator, and a clean dish towel 
on the rack as she slips from 
housedress into slacks and: starts 
ladies 
team. Equally, many slim young 
things leave typewriter desks or 
sales books, exchange high heels 


‘for the regulation bowling shoes 


and slip manicured fingers ex- 
pertly into the big black ball, as 
their office teams go out to do or 
die for Clockwatcher Comptom- 
eters or lamps-china-and-glassware. 
The girls have taken up bowling. 

There are almost 6000 women 
in St. Louis who belong to bow!l- 
ing leagues and more who bowl 
occasionally without belonging to 
an organized team, we were told 
by Mrs, Berdie Steck, local secre- 
tary and national vice-president of 
the Women’s International Bow!l- 
ing Congress, the W. I. B. C. being 
similar to the men’s A. B. C. 

“And by the time we get through 
with the summer leagues, the 
leagues that start in May and bowl 
all summer in _ air-conditioned 
places, we expect to have more 
than 6500,” she said. “We have 184 
leagues in St: Louis and ‘vicinity, 
and also high school leagues spon- 


gored by the association. Ages of 
‘women bowlers range from 13 to 


75, and we have more commercial 
leagues than I could ever name— 
Famous-Barr, Stix, Baer & Fuller, 
Kline’s, Wagner Electric Company, 
Laclede Gas, Curlee Clothing, the 
Women's Traffic Club, and so on. 
“We're celebrating our 25th an- 
niversary this year, but the: big 
increase in membership has come 
only in the last five years. Up 
to then we had a general increase, 
maybe 50 or 75 members a year, 
and if we got as many as 100 we 
thought we were doing fine. But 
gince about 1935, the annual in- 
crease has been from 1000 to 1500.”
